DEATH CHAMBER. 


Henry K. Goodwin, tthe electrician of 
the’state’sS prison, a man undergoing a 
life sentence, is said to have been ong 
of the party which madé the midnight 
journey from the prison office to the 
chamber of death Tuesday morn- 
ing. Handcuffed to two guards 
in the centre of the little 
party, he «walked with --the oth- 
ers cown the path which led to the 
death house. When the party arrived 
theré the handcuffed man was set: free 
nd he went behind the screen and 
out of sight of the witnesses, and ex- 
amined the apparatus. He knows 
every screw in the switchboard, for he 
set it up, every inch of the wire which 
leads to the death chamber, for he 
laid it, every action of the death lever, 
for he installed it. 

Henry K. Goodwin of Lawrence, in 
a fit of rage murdered Albert -D. Swan 
of Lawrence 15 years ago.. Goodwin's 
crime ‘was the result of the failure of 
one of his telephone patents. The man 
to whom he intrusted the securing of a 
patent was Albert D, Swan, In some 
way things went wrong, and Goodwin, 
becoming enraged, sought.out Swan 
and shot him dead. 

jeneral B. F. Butler defended him, 
and much sympathy was aroused. He 
was finally sentenced to death and had 
his senence commuted later to life

During the 15 years that he has 
servei in prison Goodwin. has installed 
a complete telephone system in the 
death chamber. He is considered sec-+ 
ond to none in his profession, and out- 
side prison walls a fortune awaits him 
from his electrical inventions.—Boston 
Post.

After brief introduc- 
tory remarks in which he spoke of the 
benefit of the school conducted at the 
church, the interest taken in it and the 
improvement in intellectual and relig- 
jous. training received by the Chinese 
during the past year, he introduced 
Chin Thang, who gave the address of 
welcome in the English tongue.
